Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative contacted Examiner for a personal 
interview to discuss the cited art of record with respect to pending Claims 1-2, 5-6. With respect to Claims 1-2, 
Applicants' representative pointed out that waveguide 4 and integrator 7 of Tsuji both perform the function of 
homogenizing the nonuniform intensity distribution of light. Limitations regarding limiting the homogenizing function 
only to the homogenizing optical system and not including the optical fiber bundle will be considered. Further, with 
respect to Claims 1-2, Applicants argue that integrator 19 of Suzukii does not perform the function of homogenizing 
the nonuniform intensity distribution of light and that only rods 16a-d perform this function. Additionally, with respect to 
laims 5-6, Applicants argue that Suzuki fails to teach or reasonably suggest a detector device for determining the 
position of a feature on a substrate. Examiner will consider these arguments in submission of next reply to office 
action. 
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
